Ordnance Structure, 


Inn and Powder 


Depot Selected by County Commis- 
sion on Historic Sites. 


An ordnance building, an inn , 


and a powder depot have been 
selected as priority projects in 
St, Louis county's plan for res- 
toration of, significant historic 
buildings and sites at Jefferson 
Barracks, Charles van Ravens- 
waay announced yesterday. 

The director of the Missouri 
Historical Society and chairman 
of the County Historic Build- 
ings Commission led an inspec- 
tion tour of the three buildings 
Friday. 

Van Ravenswaay said the 
buildings, constructed about 
1840 of hand-quarried stone, 
met the criteria .for selection, 
being of significant architec- 
tural design as well as histori- 
cal association. 

Built when Jefferson Bar- 
racks was an Army frontier post 
for protection of surrounding 
territory, the three structures 
were said to display “an archi- 


tectural and beauty 
more e comparable 
civilian . structures of the 


period.” - 
Details of Buildings. 

One of the buildings, a two- 
story structure now used as the 
Jefferson Barracks substation 
of the county police and park 
departments, is- said to . have 
been built for use as an inn by 
civilian visitors to the Army 
post. 

Legend also has it that Black 
Hawk, Indian chief who led an 
uprising in 1832, was impris- 
oned in the building's basement 
after his capture. Van Ravyens- 
waay said he doubted both 
legends. 


“IT can see no evidence sub 
stantiating them,” he said. 

Across the street and north 
of the inn is another stone 
structure which served as 
ordnance headquarters in the 
same era. Van Ravenswaay said 
that a wall had been 
out and the building ‘appar- 
ently. was used as a stable or 
garage in more recent times. 

“The interiors of both the 
‘inn’ and the ordnance build- 
ing have been gutted,” he 
said, “and only meticulous re- 
search will enable us to es- 
tablish conclusively their orig- 
inal form and purpose.” 


The powder depot stands on 


he | 42 eminence 800 yards south- 


east of the inn and overlooks 
the Mississippi river. Sur- 
rounded by a stone wall, the 
structure itself has stone walls 
four feet thick.

| What's Ugly in One Period Is Interesting in Another

“IT’S ALL DISSONANCE,” 
people will say of contemporary music, 
by way of explaining why they don't 
like it. The implication is that “dis-

Classical Records

LONDON RECORDS has recently added many new 
items to its already extensive list of Spanish music, in- 


cluding four examples of the garzuela. This type of musical 


play stands in much the same relationship to Spanish culture 
as the operetta does to Vienna and the fast musical comedy 
to the United States. The zarzuela, however, doesn’t travel 
as well as the other two for it is rarely exported. Why this 
should be so is hard to explain in view of the fact that the 
music is so bright, exuberant and unfailingly melodic. Possibly 
dhe static and poorly organized plots, which have no tension 
or suspense and little action, could never be turned into an 
acceptable English, French or German equivalent. For the 
record collector, however, the zarzuela offers ample rewards. 
THE ZARZUELA is about 100 years old but the four 
examples just, released are of more recent origin. “La 
Boda de Luis Alonso” and “El Baile de Louis Alonso” by 
Geronimo Gimenez were first performed in Madrid in 1806 
and 1897. (One 12-inch LP.) Ataulfo Argenta directs the group 
of soloists, the Madrid Symphony Orchestra and the Madrid 
Singers in these two recordings. “La Calasera” by Francisco 
Alonso and “El Ultimo Romantico,” composer unidentified, 
were produced in 1925 and 1928. They are conducted by Inda- 
lecio Cisneros. The singing and orchestral personnel are highly 
competent and the leading soprano, Teresa Verganza, the star 
of all four works, sings with a warmth and flexibility that would 
impress any audience anywhere. 


CLAUDIO MONTEVERDI, one of the greatest figures 
in the history of Western music because of his contributions to 
the foundation of opera, is represented on a new recording by 
“Tl Ballo della Ingrate” or “The Ballet of the Heartless Ladies” 
(Vanguard, One 12-inch LP.). This is a kind of musical 
pageant first performed for the Duke and Duchess of Mantua 
and assembled court. The actors addressed the aristocratic 
audiences directly in some instances, and the burden of the 
text was a moralistic preachment calling attention to the 
frailties of heartless ladies in general and the punishment that 
awaited them in the lower regions. Members of the audience 
also joined the professional entertainers in dancing the several 
ballet numbers. 

THE RECORDED PERFORMANCE is based on the 
text of Monteverdi's Eighth Book of Madrigals and the com- 
position of the orchestra follows the same text. It consists of 
five bowed instruments, with a viola da gamba used for recita- 
tives, harpsichord and lute. -The cast of principals is headed 
by Alfred Deller, the now famous English counter-tenor (or 
male alto) who—in reverse of the situation in many modern 
operas—sings the female role of Venus. 

To a modern audience this work would undoubtedly seem 
very Monteverdi's language, however, satisfies the 
ideal of the music-drama quite as well as that of Gluck or Wag- 
ner. It is thoroughly musical in creating a mood and in ex- 
pressing a range of poetic sentiment and passion; and at the 
same time it reinforces and promotes a clear enunciation of 
the dialogue. 

KIRSTEN FLAGSTAD was never quite as successful in 
lieder as in opera. Her temperament and her vocal resources 
are admirably suited, however, to the vocal works of Bach and 
Handel as a recording of selections from operas, cantatas and 
oratorios of these two composers will demonstrate. The re- 
corded program includes “Sheep May Safely Graze” from 
Bach’s Cantata No. 108, “Break the Grief” from the “St. Mat- 
thew Passion” with airs by Handel from “The Messiah,” “Se- 
mele” and the opera “Radamisto.” Her voice sounds remark- 
ably fresh, and it is wholly responsive to the elevated senti- 
ment of the works in this recording. (London, One 12-inch L.P.) 
THE STANDARD REPERTORY still figures promin- 
ently in the output of the recording companies so it is not sur- 
prising to find another Brahms C Minor Symphony in the cur- 
rent list. This one is played by the Boston Symphony Orch- 
estra under Charles Munch. Despite the rich sound of the or- 
chestra and the confident treatment by the conductor this rec- 
ord is not likely to reach a top rank. The aggressive forward 
march of the first movement is not conducive to a desirable 
breadth and, by contrast, the final movement is treated 

a solemn, almost ponderous gravity, relieved by occasional 
bursts of unusual energy and speed. (RCA-Victor, One 12- 
inch LP.) 

EUGENE ORMANDY and the Philadelphia Orchestra 
pay their respects to the Scandinavian musical literature in a 
record containing “Finlandia” and “The Swan of Tuonela” 
by Sibelius, Grieg’s “Peer Gynt Suite No. 1” and Alfven's 
“Swedish Rhapsody.” All performances bear the external 
signs of the virtuoso ensemble conducted by a man who knows 
how to use its resources effectively.

MIKE WALLACE ... SLICK-HAIRED, SLICK-TONGUED AND WITH 


A MIND AS SHARP AS A SCALPEL, HE HAS DEFIED ALL THE RULES 
| OF TELEVISION INTERVIEWING,

NEW YORK, July 13. 


ELEVISION has been getting an infusion of brimstone and 
fire in recent months from a young man by the name of 
Mike Wallace. Mike—39 years old, slick-haired, slick-tongued 


and with a mind sharp as a scalpel—has defied all the rules 
of television interviewing. First on a single New York station 
and for the last two months on a cross-country network of 85, 
he has slashed away at taboos that have kept television timid 


since its birth. 

His operating room is a 
studio, small, square and com- 
pact, the darkness violated only 
by a shaft of light and the re- 
morseless eye of a television 
camera. He sits on a three- 
foot stool, his knees straddling 
a table containing a sheaf of 
papers and a glass of water. A 
small microphone hangs from 
his neck, almost hidden by the 
lapels of his jacket. 

His subject for the evening 
sits five feet distant in a plain 
mahogany armchair, an upright 
microphone at one side, a table 
with ash tray and glass of water 
at the other. Some people call 
it the hot seat; others the exe- 
cution chamber. In more ways 
than one, it is like a visit to a 
psychiatrist, the most notable 
exception being that a “patient” 
has yet to wind up in a hori- 
zontal position, 

It is in this hypnotic setting 
that Wallace functions as tele- 
vision’s super snooper. Here he 
searches the minds of actors 
and singers, statesmen and poli- 
ticians, doctors and designers, 
authors and cultists, producers 
and comedians, visionaries and 
the disenchanted. All of them 
more often than not under Wal- 
lace’s candid blunt prodding, 
tell more about themselves 
than they would wnder any 
other urge except perhaps of a 
firing squad. 

The boyish-looking Wallace 
gave television, its strongest 
doses during the seven. months 
he presided over “Night Beat,” 
which still emanates from Du- 
Mont station WABD and reaches 
only.a 50-mile radius beyond 
New York. Insulated against the 
pressures and restrictions that 
attend network television, he 
did not hesitate to disclose 
topics previously closeted in 
courts of law and doctors’ of- 
fices. 

Since transferring his opera- 
tions to the ABC network late 
in April—“The Mike Wallace 
Interviews,” it’s called now— 
Wallace has had to recognize 
the fact that a nation-wide 
audience is far less catholic in 
its tastes than New Yorkers. 

_ . oe 

UT even under such limita- 
B tions his network interviews 

have produced reverbera- 
tions. His interview with Mickey 
Cohen, in which the West Coast 
hoodlum blew his own kind of 
whistle on the Los Angeles 
police force, resulted in damage 
suits totaling $3,000,200 against 
Cohen, Wallace, his network, 
sponsor and others; a complaint 
to the Federal Communications 
Commission, and an abject 
apology both by the ABC net- 
work and by Wallace himself. 

More than that, it made Wal- 
lace persona non grata as a 
guest star on at least one show 
—“What’s My Line?”, presided 
over by John Daly, an ABC vice 
president. The inside story is 
that Daly stamped his foqt and 
said, “It's either him or me.” 

It has. been reported that, as 
a result of the Cohen caper and 
of having interviewed the im- 
perial wizard of the Ku Klux 
Klan, Wallace is in hot water 
with the network and will lose 
his sponsor when a 20-week 
contract runs out. Wallace fiat- 
ly denies both rumors.

“My relations with ABC are 
more cordial than ever,” he 
says, “and I have no doubt my- 
self that the sponsor will re- 
new the option.” 

Wallace admits to certain 
misgivings since he became a 
network attraction and a na- 
tional conversation piece. 

“One of the faults of the 
sRow is that it has been too 


" much involved with issues, too 


little involved with human be- 
ings,” he said., “Also, we got a 
lot of overselling around the 
country. 

“We tried too hard to live 
up to our reputation, and, as a 
result, it has been more difficult 
to get guests. Three turn us 
down for every one who ac- 
cepts.”

UT, aside from a contract 
B which guarantees him a min- 

imum of $100,000 annually 
for the next two years, Wallace 
finds ample compensation in 
opportunities and challenge. 

“No one felt at the beginning 
that we were on a mission or 
blazing a trail,” he says, “but 
we knew there were certain in- 
hibitions in television that we 
wanted to shake off. The people 
who made us aware that we 
had something were the audi- 
ences and the opinion-makers, 
who were tired of the TV diet 
they were getting—who wanted 
something a little more mature 
and emancipated. Because we 
have been successful, it’s bound 
to point the way. for others. I 
say it will make television grow 
up. It already has educated 
management to know that con- 
troversy can be commercial.” 

The latter statement may 
seem over-optimistic, but well- 
founded reports have it that 
similar shows will be springing 
up all over the country, come 
the fall. 

Except for two years in the 
Navy—he says he never heard 
a shot fired in battle and still 
is prone to seasickness—Wal- 
lace has made his living in 
radio and television ever since 
he was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of* Michigan in 1939. 
The last 11 years have been de- 
voted largely to interviews. He 
estimates he’s done 6000 of 
them. 

Yet it was not until last 
October, when WABD signed 
him for “Night Beat,” that Wal- 
lace began to carve a substan- 
tial niche for himself in the 
public esteem, even though the 
show was seen only in New 
York and environs. 

Despite an intellectual bent 
which asserted itself while he 
was still in high school in his 
native Brookline, Mass., Wal- 
lace admits he was slow to ful- 
fill himself in the realm of mat- 
rimony as well as professionally. 

“I'm pretty sensitive about 
having been divorced twice,” he 
says candidly. 

His first marriage—to the for- 
mer Norma Kaphan, the mother 
of his two sons, Peter, 14, and 
Chris, 9, and now the wife of 
another television and radio in- 
terviewer, Bill Leonard—began 
when he was 22, a year after he 
was graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, and lasted 
eight years.

“I don’t have a lot of friends, 
because I don’t quickly make 
friends,” Wallace says—a state- 
ment borne out by people who 
know him and have worked with 
him. “I don't seem to need it. 


“I think I'd be a liar if I 
said I didn’t enjoy this success 
that’s come to me, but it has 
made very little change in my 
life. I enjoy the little appurten- 
ances like cabbies, bartenders 
and waiters having something 
to talk to you about and people 
knowing who you are. But I'm 
essentially a small-town boy, 
and I've had my kick in New 
York and it’s out of my system 
now. ” 


The secret of Wallace's suc- 
cess seems to lie in the fact 
that, impertinent as his ques- 
tions may be, Wallace somehow 
preserves the air of a physician 
taking a case history. The at- 
mosphere usually is calm, 
friendly and dignified — even 
though the viewing audience 
may be sucking in its breath. 


Says Wallace: “We don't 
pound. I tell my guests that 
any time they think a question 
is an invasion of privacy the) 
should say so. I don't think 
you can find four or five people 
who will say they have been 
treated unfairly. 


“The unhappy thing, of 
course, is the emphasis some 
people have placed on this kind 
of interview. They charge us 
with sensationalism for sensa- 
tionalism’s sake. But we're not 
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looking under any rocks. Our 
questions are penetrating, but 
they're fair. I don’t think there 
is anyone who has gone into an 
interview with me who hasn't 
come out better than he went 
in.” 


The last statement would be 
open to challenge in some cases, 
notably that of Eldon Lee Ed- 
wards, imperial wizard of the 
Ku Klux Klan, whose mere ap- 
pearance on the show in the 
robes of his office shocked some 
viewers.

The interview with racketeer 
Mickey Cohen was a landmark 
for television, although perhaps 
a dubious one, and it may be 
some time yet before the full 
effects of it can be assayed 
But it was a notable occasion 
if for no other reason than 
that, for the first time in TV's 
topsy-turvy history, a vice pres- 
ident of a-network went on the 
air to retract statements some- 
one else (namely, Cohen) had 
made. 

The Cohen trip to New York 
from California for the inter- 
view was memorable in one 
other dubious respect. 

The show does not pay any of 
its guests. But it does pay 
guests’ traveling expenses. 

Normally, the expenses are 
modest, Cohen, however, came 
to New York with an entourage, 
ensconced himself in one of 
New York's plushest hotels 
and turned in a swindle sheet 
that made the Wallace book- 
keeping department stagger. 

“It took us a month to catch 
up,” Wallace says. 

It would be no exaggeration 
to say that the Cohen interview 
had a further sobering effect 
on Wallace in that it brought 
him face to face with the fact 
that he could no longer pick 
his guests with complete carte 
blanche.

AINS OF THE PAST THREE MONTHS have 
plagued Missouri farmers to the point where 
many of them stand to suffer economically 

as much as they did in recent drouth summers. 
Coming either at the wrong time or in deluge 
proportions, rains generally delayed the planting 
of fall crops, retarded the harvesting of wheat, 
oats and barley, damagingly affected the qual- 
ity and quantity of these grains. The state's 
wheat crop is expected to be only about 50 per 
cent of last year’s. Total agricultural loss is in- 
calculable. 

Farmers in lowlands and along streams have 
fared the worst. Many of these had to work day 
and night to get corn planted—or replanted—in 
time to mature before autumn’s first frost. Hy- 
brids that require 90 days for maturity instead 
of the conventional 120 had to be used. Even 
then agricultural experts gave corn planted two 
months or so late just a 50-50 chance of sur- 
vival. Quicker maturing soybeans were substi- 
tuted at the last minute for fields originally in- 
tended for corn. 

Among farmers in dire trouble are those in 
the lowlands of the Pike counties of Missouri and 
Illinois, on opposite sides of the Mississippi 
River, where these photographs were taken. 
Some fields in that region were still under water 
last weekend, with pumps being operated around 
the clock in an effort to drain them. There were 
fields still too soggy to plow or so badly covered 
with silt layers they have been abandoned for 
the season. A number of farmers, giving up the 
fight, have found other work to insure an income. 

By last midweek something less than half of 
the state’s wheat crop had been harvested, a 
harvest considerably below percentages of the 
last five years. The same story was true of oats. 
Many fields were just drying out enough to work. 
In those where the grain had been beaten down 
by rains, wind and hail, it was almost impossible 
to set the combine blades near enough to the 

ound to make the operation worthwhile. Even 

in fields where wheat was standing well at time 
harvesting began, the grain heads in many in- 
stances were found shriveled, bleached in color, 
Or of low test weight because of moisture content.

Or can he? Traditionally, America is the land of 
opportunity — but does the label still hold? The

2) Inherited privilege — being “born with a silver — 


spoon in your mouth” — plays a steadily decreasing 
role in the total picture. 

3) The growth of huge corporations in the past gen- 
eration has served to increase, not decrease, oppor- 
tunity to get ahead. 

Warner and Abegglen conclude (in a book contain- 
ing their study results, Big Business Leaders in Amer- 
ica): “In the longest view possible, all evidence indi- 
cates that in American society, opportunity continues 
to be realized and increasingly so. Rather than closing 
in on men of low birth . . . our social system contin- 
ues to make it possible for men of all levels to move 
into elite positions.” 

More Chance for “Poor Boys” 


The chart at right, based on the scientists’ findings, 
shows to what extent the American Dream is being 
realized today as compared to 1928. In that year the 
sons of clerks, laborers and minor executives com- 
prised only 23 per cent of the business leadership of 
the U. S. Today the figure has increased to 34 per 
cent. Too, fewer sons of major executives and business 
owners occupy top positions today as compared to 
1928. 

In sum, young men whose fathers work in factories, 
shops or “white-collar offices” are reaching the top in 
greater numbers than their 1928 counterparts. 

Why is this? There are two big reasons. First, small 
businesses tend to be held tightly by a single owner or 
family. In big business there is less family influence, 
more opportunity for merit to pay off in top jobs. And 
the proportion of big businesses has gone up steadily 
in 30 years. 

Second, the “top” that men want to reach also is 


growing steadily. In 1910 the U.S. got along with 
4,200,000 managerial and professional (i.e.,.high- 
pay) jobs. Today there are 12,000,000 — three times 
as many. Meanwhile the total work force has merely 
doubled — from 37 to 65 niillion. 

What does it take to become a top industry leader 
in 1957? Pull? Background? Connections? Here is 
what Warner and Abegglen found: 

Education: Your chance of getting to the top is 
about seven times as good if you have had at least 
some college education. Main reason: More and more 
top jobs today require technical skills and trained 
thinking 


Size of industry: The bigger the industry, the more 
opportunity it is likely to offer. In this sense your best 
bets are electrical machinery, oil and gas, insurance, 
food and tobacco manufacturing, transport equip- 
ment, public utilities, mining and railroads. 

Personality: Top business leaders are driving, ambi- 
tious people who see their jobs as a succession of re- 
sponsibilities to be discharged. They are confident 
they'll get ahead. They are able to climb from one 
money bracket to another, sometimes leaving behind a 
community and a set of friends. 

. Contacts: So-called pull is not what it’s cracked up 
to be‘in reaching the top. Influence is most important 
in getting your foot in the door. From then on, you're 
in a tough competitive situation for top spots. The 
Chicago studies show, however, that leaders who did 
have pull reached their peaks more than three years 
earlier than those who didn’t. Leaders with pull “ar- 
rived” in about 20 years; without, it took about 23.5. 
What About “Office Politics”? 

“Back-knifing”: The factor of torpedoing your com- 
petition to get a promotion is, again, less significant 
than generally supposed. Leaders, says Professor 
Warner, are not unaware that back-knifing goes on. 
Indeed, they sometimes have to step over “dead bodies” 
of their co-workers on the way up. However, rarely 
do business leaders get their jobs by indulging in such 
practices. As a rule, they're too busy to take the time. 

Your wife: Much misinformation has been circu- 
lated about “the boss’s wife” and the role she plays in 
helping him to the top. Wives of “men in motion” 
play the roles that other wives do — homemaker and 
mother, participator in civic affairs or career woman. 
Conclude Warner and Abegglen: Wives of leaders 
seem to vary as widely in personality as most groups 
of American women. No special type seems to offer 
her husband an advantage in getting ahead. As for 
marrying the boss’s daughter, that doesn’t help a sig- 
nificant number of leaders to reach the top. One more 
point: most big executives are married and have 
children. 

Social activities: Here a distinction can be made on 


account of birth. Leaders born to“~wealth have more 
civic and philanthropic obligations than the “new 
wealth” group. The former are “born to” many organi- 
zations in which their parents participated and are 
expected to maintain the family pattern. Self-made 
men have less time for such activities — although 
corporations like to see their rising executives partici- 
pate in PTA, Boy Scouts and the like. If you are push- 
ing for the top, note that most executives studied have 
great natural drive and thus tend to “take over” in civic 
or philanthropic activities. . 

Family connections: Sons who remain in top jobs 
through family connections still comprise a signifi- 
cant part of the total business-leadership picture. To- 
day the highest proportions of such leaders are in 
retail and wholesale trade, real estate, wood and coal 
products and securities brokerage. 

Where you're born: The biggest single group of 
U. S. business leaders (41 per cent) comes from the 
Middle Atlantic states (New York, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey) and the East North Central States (Ohio, In- 
diana, Michigan, Illinois, Wisconsin). The smallest 
(2 per cent) comes from the Mountain States (Col- 
orado, Wyoming, Utah, Nevada, Montana, Idaho).

Conclude Warner and Abegglen: Sons of big busi- 
nessmen still occupy more than a third of all chief 
executive positions studied. Despite this, there is more 
opportunity today to get to the top —- and even to the 
“middle-high” positions — than there was in 1928. 

“But,” adds Warner, “there must be still more 
opportunity if the needs of America are to be filled. 
Sons of laborers are at the top today who would not 
have been yesterday. For thé good of society, many 
more should be. 

“As long as we keep the channels of opportunity 
open and broaden them, the energy of men will con- 
tinue to surge into our collective life, keeping it vital 
and creative.” s

Do X rays damage your health? Here 
are the facts — plus a new way to 


protect yourself in the atom age... 
A lifetime 
Radiation Log 


by ED KIESTER 


Have you been reading all the stories 
about the effects of atomic radiation 
and fallout on your health — and the 
health of future generations? 

Some scientists have declared that 
even small doses of radiation can injure 
you and cause inherited defects in your 
descendants. This group feels that even 
medical and dental X rays, added to the 
fallout from A-bomb and H-bomb tests, 
can be damaging. Other scientists speak 
of “tolerance levels,” which, ‘barring 
heavy close-range exposure, allow 
plenty of leeway for routine X ray. 

Such stories make your head swirl. 
Like other Americans, you've probably 
begun to wonder: Who's right? How 
much radiation can I take? Do routine 
X rays endanger my health? 


The answer, according to Dr. Max- 
well H. Poppel, chairman of the de- 
partment of radiology at New York 
University-Bellevue Medical Center, is 
this: Diagnostic X rays — routine 
X rays of the chest, teeth, for fractures 
—are not dangerous, Therapeutic 
X rays — X-ray treatments for cancer 
and skin disorders — are not harmful 
if performed properly. 

But there is an “if,” Dr. Poppel says. 
X rays may be piled upon uncontrol- 
lable cosmic radiation (a natural proc- 
ess of the universe, not related to 
atomic bombs), exposure to fallout or 
radioactive material and radiation ab- 
sorbed from contaminated food or 
water. Under unusual circumstances, 
a person might receive more than the 
recommended maximum dosage. 

* How can science check on the 
amount of radiation you have received? 
Dr. Poppel, along with other scientists, 
recommends something new: a “life- 
time radiation log” for every American.

Such a log — a notebook or even a 
sheet of paper — would contain an up- 
to-the-minute record of your exposure. 
In it, your doctor would list each time 
you had been examined or treated by 
X ray or fluoroscopy, with amounts and 
dates. From birth on, this record would 
include all diagnostic and therapeutic 
X rays. Here, Dr. Poppel says, are the 
advantages that would result: 

° Any doctor could see at a glance how 
much radiation you had received. By 
adding to that amount the figures for 
cosmic radiation and fallout, he would 
know how close you were to the amount 
of radiation the human body can tol- 
erate. 

© To the radiologist, such a record 
would take the guesswork out of X ray, 
permit better planning of X-ray use, 
result in better control cf radiation. 
He could “budget” your maximum safe 
dosage in a way that would not en- 
danger your health. 

© To the family doctor, the log would 
help dramatize radiation’s dangers 
not only to patients but to himself. It 
would lead, logically, to more use of 
protective devices. 

© To researchers, the log could be the

psychological. “When the patient could 
see the total amount of radiation,” Dr. 
Poppel says, “he would realize how far 
heis from the tolerance limit. It would 
reduce unnécessary anxiety.” 

But most important, this little note- 
book could save your life. As science 
learns more about radiation and its 
effects, maximum allowable amounts 
may be reduced; your record would 
show how close you are to the danger 
limit. As more fallout reaches the earth, 
your total exposure to X rays will as- 
sume more and more importance. 

Already the New York City Fire De- 
partment has begun such records for its 
members. Some of them are exposed to 
radioactive materials in fighting fires; 
in addition, they have periodic X rays 
as partof their physical checkups. And 
New York City municipal hospitals 
have begun keeping permanent records 
of the exposure of X-ray department 
employes. 

These are steps in the right direc- 
tion, Dr. Poppel says. There can be 
no substitute for a lifetime radiation 
log for every American. You can begin 
one for yourself—and more important, 
for your children—now. All you need 
is a notebook for each person in the 
family. Your family doctor can help 
you to draw it up and make the entries. 

You'll be doing your part to unlock 
the mysteries of radiation and its ef- 
fects. And you'll be helping to protect 
yourself, your children and your chil- 
dren’s children. |

Chicago teenagers are wild about Nellie...

CHICAGO. 
Even the people who know him best can't 
explain it. On the baseball diamond, 
Jacob Nelson Fox is the noisiest player on 
the Chicago White Sox team, yipping and 
yammering all game long. But off the 
field, says one of his most loyal fans, “you 
cari ask him questions for an hour and 
all you mostly get is a plain yes or no.” 

But neither his barking on the field 
nor his bashfulness off it have hobbled 
Nellie, as he’s been nicknamed. The 29- 
year-old, tobacco-chewing second base- 
man has been named to the last five 
American League All-Star teams, this year 
has led the surprising Sox in their deter- 
mined try for the pennant. And despite 
his shyness in public, the little (5'3”, 
150-Ib.) Fox has drawn to him a fiercely 
faithful club of adoring fans. 


A Shower for His Wife 


Several other players have fan clubs, 
but none matches the devotion of “Fox's 
Mighty Mites.” Numbering around 150 
— mostly teen-age girls — the club has 
members in 28 states and Hawaii. The 
Mites publish a newspaper which reports 
club doings, carries letters from members 
(signed “Foxly yours”), trumpets trib- 
utes (“Nellie, Nellie, small and sweet; 
you're the hardest man to beat”) 

When Fox's wife, Joanne, was expect-

ing their second child last summer (they 
now have two girls), she was casually in- 
vited to the home of Betty Van Housen, 
24, then club president. “I walked in the 
door,” says Joanne, “and about 50 girls 
were standing there, each with a present 
for a baby shower. I was so surprised I 
cried.” 

At the end of each season, the Mites 
throw a farewell party for Nellie before 
he leaves for his home in St. Thomas, Pa. 
“When Nellie walks in,” says Betty, 
“everybody stops talking and just stares.” 

Braced by his teammate and close 
friend, pitcher Billy Pierce, Fox weathers 
the stares, even manages to enjoy him- 
self. He poses for photos, gives autographs, 
answers questions — “mostly about how 
I got started” —- makes a short speech 
(“Thank you"). 

What delights Nellie most about the 
elub is what the Mites do for others. Each 
year, for example, they chip in to buy 
about 300 gifts, which they distribute on 


Christmas Day to patients at a nearby vet- 


erans’ hospital. They also make regular 
trips to children’s wards and homes for 
the aged, handing out gifts in Nellie’s 
name. Before one game, they came bear- 
ing gifts to the Sox players: home-baked 
cookies. “They seemed to like them,” says 
Ardy Thompson, 19, the current presi- 
dent, “but they lost the game.” 


It was no fault of Fox's. As Sox man- 
ager Al Lopez puts it, “He keeps the 
whole team moving with his yelling.” Ex- 
actly what he yells is a mystery even to 
Fox. “I just holler anything,” he says in 


his soft drawl, “that pops in and out of © 


my head.” 

But he does remember what he says to 
Sox pitchers in a jam. “I try to relax them 
by asking something that has nothing to 
do with baseball, like, “What movie you 
seein’ tonight?’ Mostly they think a bit 
and name a picture. But Pierce once just 
looked at the bases-loaded infield and 
said: ‘I don’t know, but I got a hunch it's 
going to be an early one.’ ” 

Fox is just as quick with the wise 
crac«. After two long homers had been 
hit off Pierce, Billy said to Fox: “I can't 
understand it; I'm throwing good pitches.” 

“They must have been good,” dead- 
panned Fox. “You threw ‘em a long way.” 

He hates losing. After a Sox defeat, he 
stomps stony-faced from the clubhouse, 
admittedly “takes the games home with 
him.” Says Joanne: “He sits around puf- 
fing a cigar and glowering — but after a 
few hours and a meal, he gets over it.” 


No Heroics 


To Fox, “the biggest thrill of my life is 
being able to play baseball every day.” In 
1944, during World War Il, he was 
signed, though only 16, to a Philadelphia 
A’s contract, but never had a regular big- 
league job till 1950 with the Sox. He has 
held hard to the job, missing just one game 
in the last 500 the Sox have played. 

Yet a dread of sitting on the bench still 


' nags him. Only a severe injury will get 


him out of the lineup. Once he was hit 
in the mouth by a grounder but stuck in 
the game till a Sox player told the man- 
ager that Fox was only half conscious. 

That wasn't false heroics. “The Sox 
always have a lot of good players around,” 
explains Nellie. “Miss one game and you 
can end up missing a lot of 'em.” 

Nellie Fox, though, isn’t likely to miss 
many for a long while. With a %-oz. wad 
of tobacco in his cheek (“Chewin’ re- 
laxes me”) and his hollering, he’s a fix- 
ture here. But will he ever start doing his 
talking away from baseball? 

Snaps Nellie: “Baseball is my business 
—— not speechmakin’.” *
